June ll.— Plans have 
been formulated by the lioard of pub­ 
lic affairs and management of the 
state penitentiary whereby that insti­ 
tution will l»e made self-supporting 
probably within a year. Thp state bas 
secured authority from the federal 
government to acquire 200 acres of 
segregated land northwest 
of

town of McAlester, and adjoining the 
penitentiary site 
which 
it 
is 
pre­ 
paring to condemn. The land will be 
placed in cultivation to produce veg­ 
etables and forage. Coal 
underlays 
the entire tract, and authority will 
be asked to mine It for state insti­ 
tutions. 
When 
the penitentiary 
is 
erected departm ents are to be added 
for m anufacturing purposes. Convict 
labor will be used in every instance. 
In all probability the state will be 
the contractor in the erection of the 
prison buildings and do the work 
largely with prison labor also.

Aldus Manutius Author of System of 
Punctuation. 


Punctuation by means of stops and 
points, so as to indicate the mean­ 
ing of sentences and assist the reader 
to a proper enunciation, is ascribed 
originally to Aristophanes, a gram­ 
marian of 
Alexandria. 
Egypt, 
who 
lived in th 1 thinly century B. C. What­ 
ever his system may have been. it 
was subsequently neglected and for­ 
gotten. 
but 
was 
reintroduced 
by 
Charlemagne, the various stops 
and 
symbols being designed by Warno- 
fried and Alcuin. 
The present system of punctuation 
was introduced in the latter par? of 
the fifteenth century by Aldus Manu­ 
tius. a Venetian printer, who was re­ 
sponsible for our full 
stop, 
colon, 
semicolon, comma, marks of inter­ 
rogation and exclamation, parenthesis 
and dash, hyphen, apostrophe and quo­ 
tation marks. These were subsequent­ 
ly copied by other printers, unril their 
use became universal. 
Most ancient languages were inno­ 
cent of any system of punctuation, rn 
many early manuscripts the letters 
are placed at equal distances apart. 
with no connecting link b°tween even 
in the m atter of saucing, an arrange­ 
ment which must have rendered read­ 
ing at sight somewhat difficult.

You have often been impressed by the 
difference between the decorations of two 
window-trimmers, each cf whom employed 
the same materials for his work. The one drew 
your attention and held it by the grace and 
cleverness and art manifested in his display. 
The other realized so little of the possibilities 
in the materials placed at his disposal that un­ 
less some one called your attention to his 
bungling you would have gone on unconscious 
of its existence. 


An advertiser must know that he gets his 
results in accordance with the skill exercised 
in preparing his verbal displays. 
He must 
make people stop and pause. 
H it copy has to 
stand out. 


He must not only make a show of things 
that are attractive to the eye but are attractive 
to the people’s needs as well. 


The window-trimmer must not make the 
mistake of thinking that the showiest stocks 
are the most salable.

Windows are too few in number to be 
used with indiscretion. 
The good merchant 
puts those goods back of his plate glass w'hich 
nine people out of ten will want after they 
have seen them. 


The good advertiser tells about goods 
which nine readers out of ten will buy i f they 
can be convinced.

Chemical Formulas. 
In chem istry the elem ents are rep­ 
resented 
by accepted abbreviations, 
called symbols, each of which 
indi­ 
cates a single atom of the 
elem ent.

for a reheavintg. In this letter r Gov. 
Haskell reviews the Attorney Gen«r- 
al's opinion as giving him discretion 
In -granting or refusing to honor re- 
quisitions and.annonn«e.3 that, while 
he des.ires to 'be considerate of the 
wishes of the state of Texas, 
.he 


also ants to' be "consistent with the 
rights of the defendants 
The de- 


fendants, he said, were not men of 
sufficient means to conduct their de- 
fense at such great distance from 
home.

Punctuation. 


Punctuation by means of stops ant] 


points, so as to Indicate the mean- 
ing of sentences and assist the reader 
to a proper enunciation, is ascribed 
originally to Aristophanes, a gram- 
marian of 
Alexandria, Egypt, 
who 


lived in ihe third century B 
What- 


ever his system may have been, it 
was subsequently neglected and for- 
gotten, 
but 
was 
reintroduced 
by 


Charlemagne, the various stops "and 
symbols being designed by Warne- 
fried and Alcuin. 


The present system of punctuation 


was introduced in the latter part ol 
the fifteenth century by Aldus Manu- 
tius, a Venetian printer, who was re- 
sponsible for our full 
stop, 
colon, 


semicolon, comma, marks of inter- 
rogation and exclamation, parenthesis 
and dash, hyphen, apostrophe and quo- 
tation marks. These were subsequent- 
ly copied by other printers, until tbelr 
use became universal. 


Host ancient languages were inno- 


cent of any system of punctuation. In 
many early manuscripts the letters 
are placed at equal distances apart, 
with no connecting link between evea 
In the matter of blacing, aa arrange- 
ment which must have rendered read- 
ing at sight somewhat difficult.

The newspaper is a huge shop window, 


carried about the city and delivered daily into 
hundreds of thousand' of homes, to be exam- 
ined at the leisure of the reader. This shop 
window is unlike the actual plate glass show- 
case only in one respect—it makes display of 
descriptions instead of articles.

You have often been impressed by the 


difference between the decorations of two 


( window-trimmers, each of whom employed 


the same materials for his work. The one drew 
your attention and held it by the grace and 
cleverness and art manifested in his display. 
The other realized so little of the possibilities 
in the materials placed at his disposal that un- 
less some one called your attention to his 
bungling you would have gone on unconscious 
of its existence. 


An advertiser must know that he gets his 


results in accordance with the skill exercised 
in preparing his verbal displa3's. 
He must 


make people stop and pause. £/# copy has to 
stand out. 


He must not only make a show of things 


that are attractive to the eye but are attractive 
to the people's needs as well. 


The window-trimmer must not make the 


mistake of thinking that'the showiest stocks 
are the most salable. The advertiser must not 
make the mistake of thinking that the showiest 
words are the most clinching. 


Windows are too few in number to be 


used with indiscretion. The good merchant 
puts those goods back of his plate glass which 
nine people out of ten will want after they 
have seen them. 


The good advertiser tells about goods 


which nine readers out of ten will buy if they 
can be convinced. 


Newspaper space itself] is only the win- 


dow, just as the showcase is but a frame for 
merchandise pictures. A window on a crowd- 
ed street in the best neighborhood, wherf 
prosperous persons pass continually, is more 
desirable than one in a cheap, sparsely settled 
neighborhood. An advertisement in a news- 
paper with the most readers and the most • 
prosperpus ones possesses a great advantage 
over the same copy in a medium circulating 
among persons who possess less means. 
It 


would be foolish for a shop to build its win- 
dows in the alleyway—and just as much so to 
put its advertising into newspapers which are 
distributed among "alley-dwellers."

G-uthrie, Ok , June 11 —Gov Hask- 


ell returned from Memphis today and 
made public his letter to Gov. Camp- 
bell of Texas denying the application 
for extradition oi! Chapman, Brown 
and Grimes to Eagle Pass, Tex . for 
alleged connection with the Kicka'poo 
Indian land -frauds 
The -case was 


heard 
before 
the 
governor during 


the winter, with attorney's for the 
defendants and itlhe state of Texas 
present. Gov. Haskell submitted the 
facts to Attorney General West for 
a decibion as to his authority in 
granting requisitions, and on 'March 
22 wrote to Gov. Campbell submitting 
the Attorney General's opinion The 
letter was conveyed tby Jack Love of 
the Corporation commission, of which 
body Chapman is secretary, and oth- 


ers, who as>ked the state of Texas 
for a reheavintg. In this letter r Gov. 
Haskell reviews the Attorney Gen«r- 
al's opinion as giving him discretion 
In -granting or refusing to honor re- 
quisitions and.annonn«e.3 that, while 
he des.ires to 'be considerate of the 
wishes of the state of Texas, 
.he 


also ants to' be "consistent with the 
rights of the defendants 
The de- 


fendants, he said, were not men of 
sufficient means to conduct their de- 
fense at such great distance from 
home. 


After a hearing before Gov. Camp- 


bell at Austin, the state of Texas re- 
fused 'to withdraw its application for 
extradition, and this information was 
transmitted to tlov. Haskell In a re- 
cen't letter from Gov. Campbell. On 
.Tune 5 Gov. Ulaskell wrote to Gov 
Campbell as follows.: 


"My Dear Governor—I first want to

Aldus Manutius Author of System of 


Punctuation. 


Punctuation by means of stops ant] 


points, so as to Indicate the mean- 
ing of sentences and assist the reader 
to a proper enunciation, is ascribed 
originally to Aristophanes, a gram- 
marian of 
Alexandria, Egypt, 
who 


lived in ihe third century B 
What- 


ever his system may have been, it 
was subsequently neglected and for- 
gotten, 
but 
was 
reintroduced 
by 


Charlemagne, the various stops "and 
symbols being designed by Warne- 
fried and Alcuin. 


The present system of punctuation 


was introduced in the latter part ol 
the fifteenth century by Aldus Manu- 
tius, a Venetian printer, who was re- 
sponsible for our full 
stop, 
colon, 


semicolon, comma, marks of inter- 
rogation and exclamation, parenthesis 
and dash, hyphen, apostrophe and quo- 
tation marks. These were subsequent- 
ly copied by other printers, until tbelr 
use became universal. 


Host ancient languages were inno- 


cent of any system of punctuation. In 
many early manuscripts the letters 
are placed at equal distances apart, 
with no connecting link between evea 
In the matter of blacing, aa arrange- 
ment which must have rendered read- 
ing at sight somewhat difficult.

This is liy far the most important 


order yet issued by. the commission 


it deals with the entire scheme of 


rates of the express companies in 
Oklahoma and: this order has re- 
ieived the attention of the commis- 
sion for Uhe past sgven months. Four 
different hearings were held to which 
the express companies sent their ex- 
pert rate men, accountants and at- 
torneys fro.ru 'New York and the ttiasfe 
of 
evidence that was introduced at 


these trials would require 'a larger 
>book than ihe average law -book, 


'As an evidence of tbe unjust rates 


that have prevailed in Oklaftioma in 
the pabt we need only point otit what 
is known as merchandise rates which 
coverb the majority of shipments that 
are torwaixted. 
On -the lines of the 


Pacific Express company operating 
oser the Missouri Pacifk- railway the 
rate 'per 100 (pounds for distances 7Z> 
to 100 miles was To'ceirts; over the 
United rates and Wells-Fararo which 
operate o^e•r the Santa Fe. Rock Is- 
land and Frisco, the rate was $1.00 
and over the American Express Co. 
which operates over the 'AT.. K. & T. j 
railway the rates varied from 90e to 
$1.25. "The commission ordered -pro- 
ami Iga tea a rate for distances over 
60 and not over $.0 mil£s; over 80 
an'd not over TOO, 75 cents. 


Kqual reductions have been made 


in rates covering 
fruit 
and vege- 


tables, ice and similar commodities.
